AN ACT to change the Bank of Whitewater to a national banking 
association.

• ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

lay organise 	SECTION 1. The Bank of Whitewater, located and umber flatland 
Makin law ,  doing business in the village of Whitewater, oounty of 

Walworth, and state of Wisconsin, is hereby authorised 
and empowered to change and convert be capital stock 
or organization into a national banking association, as 
hereinafter provided, under the general banking law of 
the United States, and aoeording to the provisions of 
the forty-fourth section of the act of congress entitled 
"an act to provide a national currency secured by a 
pledge of United States bondi, and to provide for the 
circulation and redemption thereof," approved June 8d, 
1864. 

Alletatof holder. SECTION 2. Whenever the stockholders of said bank 
of two-thIrds of  owning at least two-thirds of the capital stock thereof, stock n 	. 

shall give their assent intwriting, in due form of law, 
to change and convert said bank into a national bank- 
ing association, and such assent having been filed in 
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said bank, it shall and may be lawful for the directors 
thereof, or a majority of them, to proceed at once to 
chuff(' and convert the same into a national banking 
association, with such name and style as they may 
choose to adopt, and also to perfect the organization of 
such new association, in pursuance of and in accord-
ance with the provisions of said act of congress, any-
thing in the laws of this state to the contrary notwith-
standing.
